Mother of tot who drowned finds obstacles 
to getting Perrine Coulee fenced off

TWIN FALLS - Two months ago 
Loufa Bashline turned her back for -60 
seconds and her daughter Jordan 
drowned in Perrine Coulee. 

If'the coulee had been fenced, 2-ycai 
old Jordan wouldn't have fallen i 
_Bnshlinc |!aid. ' 

She does not want one more cliifil to 
drown io the coulee, so Bashlinc has 
started a drive to fence the coulee. But 
she is learning thot getting the waterway 
fenced will not bo cosy. 

Almost all of the land bordering the 
coulee is privately owned, meaning, that 
homeowners and landowners must fence 
the property themselves. Tlic coulee lies 
in 0 flood plain and any fencing must 
meet federal flood-plain rules.

• Whether the administration illegally falsified documents given to 
congressional panels looking into the policy, and withheld other in- 
formation from congressional investigators; 

• Whether the White House interfered in the federal investigation 
of more than S4 billion in loans to Iraq by the Atlanta branch of an 
Italian bank, some of them taxpayer-subsidized commodity loans.

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Tribe sues 
state over 
gambling 

BILLINGS. Mom. (AP) — The 
Community Council on the Fort 
Belknap Indian Reservotion has 
sued the state of Montana, contend- 
ing it has been too slow in negotiat- 
-ing-a-compact for casino-type gam- 
bling on the reservation. 

•‘Negotiations with the state of 
Montoria to arrive at a compact on 
the opemtion of video gaming ma- 
chines have been ongoing since the 
implementation of the Indian Gam- 
ing Regulatory Act in I989J; tribal 
attorney Jim Vogel said in a news 
release. “To date, the council has ex- 
perienced little movement on the 
part of the state in this negotiation 
process." 

The suit, filed on Wednesday, ac- 
cused the state of negotiating in bad 
faith — ‘ the same accusation tribal 
leaders have qiode against the state 
of 1 ^ 0 -where the governor and 
legislative leaders ore striving to ban 
casino games on the reservation. 

The federal law requires tribes and 
states to reach agreements regulating 
.casino^iype. gambling, loncrics and 
other games designated os class III 
by the federal government. 

Class III gambling includes most 
forms of garhbling except bingo, 
card games played in compliance 
with state law and traditional Indian 
games. Video poker and keno ma- 
' chines fall under the definition of 
Class III gambling. 

Only one of Montana’s seven In- 
dian reservations. Fort Peck, has 
signed an ogreement with the state. 

And federal officials have said 
they will prosecute those on^c oth- 
-cr reservations- who illegally operate-] 
casino-type games'. 

Vogel estimated that 30 to 40 ma- 
chines were in operation on the Fort 
Belknap Reservation in nonh-ccntral 
Montana until late June. 

On Junc'25, U.S. Attorney Dori.s 
Popplcr said all gaming machines 
operating on reservations without a 
negotiated compact with the slate 
were illegal. 

■ Prior to the shutdown, the ma- 
chines provided employment, direct- 
ly or indirectly, to 20 to 30 Fort 
Belknap Reservation residents, Vo- 
gel said. 

"The state of Montana -1105 been 
very slow'in responding to proposals 
of the council,” he said. “'Hic last 
proposal of the council sat' on the 
table for comments from the state 
for a period of over 16 months.” 

Bob Robinson, administrator of 
the state Gambling Commission, 
said Wednesday he had not seen the 
suit and declined to comment. 

At Fort Belknap, all machines op- 
erated within the reservation bound- 
aries arc owned by the Community 
Council and were regulated by the 
council’s gaming agent.. 

The council adoptdd rules for the 
regulation of gambling in 1987, Vo- 
gel said. 

Much of the income from the mo- 
chincs was earmarked for economic 
development or direct assistance to 
families for food, clothing and emer- 
gency medical needs, he said.

“Negotiations with the state of 
Montana to arrive at a compact <3n 
the operation of video gaming ma- 
chines have been ongoing since the 
implementation of the Indian Gam- 
ing Regulatory Act in 1989,” tribal 
attorney Jim Vogel said in a news 
, release. “To date, the council has ex- 
perienced little movement on the 
part of the state in this negotiation 
process." ^ 

The suit, filed on Wednesday, ac- 
cused the state of ndgotiating in bad 
faith — the same accusation tribal ■ 
leaders have mode against the state I 
of' Idaho where the governor and I 
legislative leaders ore striving to ban I 
casino gomes on the reservation. ■ 

The fbderal law requires tribes and 
states to reach agreements regulating 
casino-type gambling, -lotteries and 
other gomes designated as class III 
by the federal government. 

Class III gambling includes most 
forms of gambling except bingo, 
(jard gairies played in compliance 
with state law and traditional Indian 
gaptes. Video poker and keno ma- 
criiri^s fall under the definition of 
Class 111 gambling. 

' Only one of Montana’s seven In- 
dian reservations, Fort Peek, has 
signed an agreement with the state. 

And- federal -officials-have-said 

they will prosecute those on the oth- 
er reservations who, illegally operate 
casino-type games. • 

Vogel estimated that 30 to 40 ma- 
chines were in operation on the Fort . 

' Bellmap Reservation in. horih-cchtral 
Montana until late June. 

On June 25, U.S. Attorney Doris 
Poppler said all gaming machines 
operating on reservations without a 
negotiated compact with the state 
•were illegal. 

Prior to the shutdown, the ma- 
chines provided employment, direct- 
ly or mdirectly, to 20 to 30 Fort 
Belknap Reservation residents, Vo- 
gel said.

The council adopted rules for the 
regulation of gambling in 1987, Vo- 
gel said.

SHOSHONE - Union Pacific Railroad 
trains will soon be whizzing through 
Shoshone at nearly double the normal pace. 

Three railroad representatives attended a 
recent Shoshone City Council meeting, 
saying the trains would be traveling through} 
town at 60 mph. instead of 35 mph. 

The lower speeds have cost the railroad loo 
much money, according to train officials. 
The change will lake cfTccl Wednesday. 

UP ofiicials. who said they came to hear 
. _rcsidents’_ concerns about the change, said 
that federal laws preempt a city ordinance 
prohibiting higher speeds at the town’s three 
inlerscctions. 

Resident Mac Anderson said she wished to 
do battle with the railroad over the higher 
train speeds. 

Anderson said she feared for childrens’ 
safety, adding the elementary and high 
school ore on opposite side.s of town, and 
school children and buses cross in both 
directions twice a day. 

•’It’s dangerous enough already,” she said. 

Anderson added eVen more serious the 
railroad cro.ssing signal arms often 
malfunction. 

“They come down and stay that way even 
when there’s no train ond sometimes stay so 
long that people waiting go around the 
arms,” Anderson said. “And whui about 
pedestrians’? Arc we going to let them do this 
to our town'.’ Our children arc going to be 
killed. I want to fight this thing.” 

But a railroad spokesman countered that 
when the signals malfunction, they are 
generally repaired immediately. 

The signals will be attuned to the speed of 
trains, ami there will be adequate warning to 
clear the tracks, said Charlie Clark, Union 
Pncific’.s spccial'“reprcsenioiivc for 
government affairs. 

Councilwoman Pom Brown expressed 
concern obout possible dernilmenls and spills 
' ofhozardous materials. 

"Some cargos have prc-rcgulatcd speed 
requirements that are railroad imposed," 
Clark said. “The chance of u derailment is 
rcmote.'i’d much rather sec hazardous 
material transported by train then some of the 
other options. It’s just as dangerous at 35 
mph os it is at 60 mph for vehicles and 
pedestrians.” 

Councilman Joe Andreason objected to 
dropping the city ordinance. 


“I feel we should maintain it for the 
purpose of recourse and the court system. " he 
said. "If there's an accident. I feel llie 
railroad should be responsible." 

But Clark said the move would be to tui 
avail. 

Clark said .several cities have fought the 
raising of train spced.s in their towns, only to 
t'.losc their cases after spending precious time 
and money in court. 

“So what you're saying is. you're tusking us 
to change our ordinance, but' we have to . 
change it whelher we want to or not.’’ 
Andreason said. 

"If you keep the 35 mph ordinanee^im the 
books, the city will be liable (to a lawsuit).’’ 
Clark answered. 

Officials considered putting up fencing 
along ibe tracks; .so pedestrians won’t be 
tempted to cross at random. 

Clark said that the Sho.shone Depot is an 
outstanding piece of architecture and chain 
link or other fencing would distract from tiie 
beauty of the site, Me suggested that an 
ornamental cast iron fence to enliance the 
historical building. 

Clark also said railroad officials only 
attended the meeting as ft courtesy, The letter 
fr om the rai lroad alerting offic ials o f the 
changCTwas sufficient nolitlcalion un'der hwe. 
he said. 

Resident Chris Arvis offered to pay the 
postage for the city to send out Iliers and get 
word to everyone in town about the new 
speeds. City officials will coordinate with 
legal counsel before making their decision. 

In other business, the council accepted the 
resignation of Hazel Bute fron the library 
board and appointed Cindy Phillips in her 
place. 

Resident Pam Parker requested the city 
remove a tree from city property in front of 
her house. 

During the recent wind storms the roots 
raised the sidewalk und blew branches down 
causing minor damage to vehicles parked on 
the street.

Shigellosis bug bites Burley day-care center

BURLEY - An outbreak of a disease that 
causes diarrhea and a fn'ild fever has afflict- 
ed several children at a local day-care center 
and family members of the children, a state 
health official says. 

Four children at a day-care center, seven 
members of their familic.s and a day-ca^e 
center worker have been infected by the dis- 
• ease, called shigellosis, which is spread by 
an organism called shigella, said Cheryie 


Becker, nurse epidemiologist for the South 
Central District Hcallh'Dcpanmen'. ~ ‘ " 
Typically tliose who get the disease have 
diarrhea and a fever only a few days and 
rarely docs the sickness cause someone to 
become seriously ill. said Fritz Dixon, smte 
epidemiologist for the Idaho Department of 
Health and Welfare. 


Tile Burley day-care cases have occurred 
within the Inst month, Becker said. She de- 
clined to give the name of the day-care cen- 
ter because it would be unfair to the busi- 
ness. she said. • 


“Day cares are a higher dsk of gening iii- 
fcaious discuses but we alrudy know iliai.’* 
she said. “Wc don’t want to cause a run of 
people leaving day care.s.“ 

Bad hygiene is un unlikely cause of the 
outbreak because it lakes few sliigella or- 
ganisms (o spread the diseuite and several 
children at -the dny-carc cente r did not 


sick, Becker said. 

The disease is common in day-cares 
where it is spread among phiyiog children 
who invariably and frequently stick their 
fingers in llteir n\uuths. or. by a worker who 


changes several diapers without properly 
washing their hands. Becker .said. 

.Some day-care workers wash their hands 
after changing diapers for^lheir own cleanli- 
ness and don't realize the greater danger of 
spreading discas'e from eliild to child, she 
said.

tagmusHiseases parents shoulcl keep iRcm at 
home until they are well, Becker said. I’,ir- 
eiits should also contact day-c:ire providers, 
she said.

Films for teens might 
look light, but t hey have 
some serious messages 


Country star loves 
his music’s heritage

“High school is such a crucial time in a 
kid’s life," says Kid (a.k.a. Christopher 
Reid), co-star of the new teen comedy 
“Class Act." 

“There’s so much pressure from various 
elements; Pressure from your parents, 
pressure from within, prcs.surc from your 
friends - all to do with n variety of different 
things, like how you’re gonna do in school 
... All of these pressures come into play." 

And “Class Act,” with "Encino Man" and 
“Buffy the Vampire Slayer,” arc three high- 
profile high school movies this summer that 
lightheartcdly examine some of these 
serious pressures from a teen-ager’s point 
of view. 

What differentiates some of llicsc ocwct 
teen comedies , from many of their 
predecessors is a subtly increased emphasis

“There have been lots of teen comedies, 
from ‘The Last American Virgin’ to 'Cim’t. 
Buy Me Love,’ but they weren’t saying 
anything positive,” Kid said recently. "iTicy 
were just mindless fun. And that's cool. 

“But 1 think in this day and age, the kids 
out there, they need much more than that. 
They’re goin’ buck wild out there. They’re 
goin’ crazy out there. High schools arc 
bdttlegrounds. So it’s not a time for 


mindless fluff. It’s a time for some fun with 
a mind toward llic future." 

■ In "Class Act." rap duo Kid ‘N Play 
follow up their two succc.ssful "House 
Party” pictures with a comedy about a shy, 
nerdy intellectual named Duncan 
Pinderhughes (Kid) ond a brash juvenile 
delinquent named Blade Brown (Play, a.k.a. 
Christopher Martin), whose academic 
records and identities ore switched on their 
first day at a new school. 

By temporarily, trading places, they learn 
to belter appreciate each other’s unique 
qualities' and to expand and develop their 
own personalities beyond (he pidgconholcs 
that previously have defined and confined 
them. 

In “Encino Man," a pair of high school 
social misfits playcdjby Scan Astin and 
Pauly Shore defrost and befriend a frozen 
teen-age cavemon they’ve unearthed while 
digging a backyard swimming pool. Tlicy 
attempt to mold “Link” (Brendan Fraser) 
into the cool guy'tbcy themselves could 
n^hir be, hoping to ride to popularity in his 
woke but feel threatened whim he becomes 
more popular than they ore. 

And in “Buffy the Vampire Slayer," 
opening July 31, a superficial, materialistic 
checrl^cr named Buffy (lUsty Swanson) 
- discovers her true destiny with the help of a 
supernatural adult mentor (Donald 
Sutherland) ond a fellow student (Luke 
Perry of "Beverly Hills, 90210”).

comedy "isn’t about vampires at all,” 
The way she sees it. the movie is 
really about ihc challenges of 
growing up and fulfilling your 
destiny. In oilier words. Wring true to 
your own identity - once you figure 
out what it is, 

"It's about learning lo be yourself 
and accept yourself.” Kuzui says. 
"And I think every teen-age movie is 
about that. "Eiicino Man' is certainly 
like that. Botli guys learn about 
themselves via this primitive guy 
who suddenly finds himself in their 
world. , , 1 . • . 

"Everybody has their own rate that 
they- learn about ihetnsclves and 
accept themselves. I always remind 
myself that time takes care of 
everything in life, but when you're a 
■tceiha ger.you don’t nec es sarily have 
enougn perspective to know that. If 
anything. 1 would hope' that this film 
encourages kids and lets them' know 
that it docs eventually happen.” 

Small signs of teen movies' 
incrca.sing n 10 r. 1 l sophistication have 
been subtly emerging in rcccni years. 
In Reginald Hudlin's "House Pady” 
(1990), for example, a girl making 
out with her boyfriend refuses to 
ii.3vc intercourse with him because 
he doesn't have a condom. That’s a 
big leap from earlier. prc-AlDS teen 
movies that never even mentioned 
protection or responsibility. 

And in Cameron Crowe’s "Say 
Anything" (1989). good ol' reliable 
Lloyj^Doblcr (John Cusack) acts as 
•'Tlie^fccy Ma.slcr” at a puny, holding 
onto people's car keys until he 
determines whether they’re sober 
enough to drive. 

Kuzui notes: "The world right now 
has some serious problems. 1 
wouldn't want to be a kid myself 
right now, facing all the diseases in 
Ihe world, and having to somehow 
process what happcrfcd in Los 
Angeles and some of the other major 
cities in this country after Ihc 
Rodney King ycrdict. and how to 
come to grips with the fact of what 
• justice really is.” 

Politicians talk, often vaguely and, 
hypocritically, about an ill-dcpncd 
-"lack of moral values.” but Kid *N 
'Play take a direct and practical 
approach lo the problems teens face 
virtually every day. 

All three of their films have 
included realistic anti-drug and sofer- 
sex messages, advocating condom 
use for the sexually active. 

"We went through all these things 


ourselves." Kid says. "We’re not 
perfect. ,W<! didn't always make the 
. -acisions. But wc'rc saying: 
Here's what happened with us. 
Mayhc it's something you can relate 
to. So the next time something like 
this comes along, you’ll be better 
informed. 

"What 'Class Act' tries to do. in a 



lighthoaned way. is empower people, 
to note that they don't have to do 
certain things. You know what 1 
mean'? You don't have lo smoke 
weed to be down. ... Wc 
experimented with drugs and 
drinking and what have you to find 
out that that wasn’t Ihc way. you 
know? It wasn’t the way for os.”

the NFL's supplemental draft. But Tom 
Boislurc, the team's director of ploycr 
personnel, sold it was a choice the team felt 
was well worth it, 

“Wc felt he was a value there,” Boisture 
said. ”Wc felt we wouldn't be able to get 
that value with (he pick we'd get next 
year." 

Technically, the NFL’s right to conduct 
a draft expired lost season when its 10-year 
agreement with the NFL Players* 
Association ran out. The league, however, 
insists there will be a draft next year, even 
if a new collective bargaining ogreement 
has not been reached.

Paul Ostyn, a former mayor ofTWIn Falla, lays 
l^alm to 42 years of experience in umpiring.

Ever wonder what type of player give softball umpires 
have the most trouble? 

Is it the young, inexperienced ones? Docs the intensity 
of the upper divisions lend itself to umpire baiting? 
Perhaps (he sometimes sloppy play in the lower 
divisions spills over and muddles up umpire-player 
relations? Or is one gender usually crankier than the 
other? Answer None of the above. 

According to an authority on the subject, the 
supervisor of the Twin Falls Umpire Association, Paul 
. Ostyn, 'The poorest sport is the aging ball player who 
con no longer do the ^ings he used to on the field. As 
his skills slip, he often begins to look for an alibi, and 
who’s more convenient for the role of scapegoat than an 
umpire?” 

On the subject of poor sports, there’s a popular 
misconception about them that sometimes mokes Ostyn 
cringe. "People are fond of saying things like, 'The 
reason so-and-so rides the umps so much is that he's 
such a competitor.”’ 

Making a face like someone who's just bitten into a 
gnipcfniit, the former mayor of Twin' Falls continues. 
'The truth is, people argue with umpires because they 
_lQck_thc.sclfrCODtioLnoLto.-No.one-enjoyt-bcing-callo£l- 
out on 0 close play, but the more mature, controlled 
athlete accepts it os port of the gontc." 

In his Job as supervisor of umpires in Twin, Paul 
currently works with 28 umpires. Between the men’s, 
women’s and co-cd leagues, his umpires cover 70 games 
MraaMOBURr/naTknM-Nm a week, always working two-mnn mechanics. 
ofTWIn Falla, lays “Wlmt I try to do most in my job," he says, “is to get

over. Given only a certain amount, none of us can much 
control our judgment, .soJ work on the other aspect.s of 
umpiring,” 

"I’m a stickler for such things .ns liu.stling to get in the 
right position to make a call, not fraternizing with the 
players, and adhering to a strict dress code. And if you 
really want to rattle my cogc, try showing.up lotc for'an 
assignment without calling your partner. 1 know people 
say I’m too scriou-s' about these things, but I’ve spent a 
lifetime trying to portray umpires as professionals." 

(Indeed, Ostyn's resume lays claim to 42 years of 
experience in umpiring and officiating.) 

Without hesitation Ostyn cites the best part of the job: 
“It's die people." 

And he takes pride and satisfaction when speaking of 
some ofhis guys." “Mike Nelson has umpired for 20 
years and has done three national tournaments. One 
more and he’ll qualify for international play, meaning 
the Olympics and Pan-Am games, Bob Mullen and An 
Watkins have also worked national toumamems." 

The world of umpiring occording to Paul Ostyn is 
.sprinkled with Ostynisms - little sayings that define his 
umpiring philosophy. A partial list, given in no 
particular order, follows. 

• "Umpires arc expected to be perfect in an imperfect 
game.” Interpretation: Look for umps to reach the state

Valentine, who appeared in good 
spirii.s at a new.s conference Thurs- 
day afternoon, said lie was surprised 
by the firing. But he added he was 
not ready to leave town. '

Valentine said, “We might stay here ' 
and watch them win the World Sc- 
ries," 

Tlie Rangers (45-41) had lost two 
straight games and were in third 
place in the division 6'/5 behind first- 
place Minnesota when they played 
Baltimore Thursday night. Last sea- 
son. the Rangers did not full that far 
behind until July 31.
